NEW INVENTION FOR

The game, it is said, resolved itself 
into a curious mixture of billiards, 
kolf, and hockey.

How it ie Worked. 

It should be explained that the table 
is furnished with a solid frame fixed 
to the deck. A narrow ledge forming 
part of the frame surrounds the 
edgee. The table moves in accord- 
ance with the motion of the boat. 
and the stationary frame serves the 
purpose of bearing most of the weight 
which the player would ordinarily 
bring to bear upon the table. Bil- 
liard-tables of full size require ə 
good deal of space, and for that rea- 
son, perhaps, they are unlikely to be 
used on board ship, supposing the 
present venture proves the success it 
is anticinated. But the system is 
equally applic..t'> to tables of three- 
quarter size or of smaller dimensions.
